WABHINQTON, D. 0. May 3, 1882. 


It ia Mid that the new Secretary of 


the Navy went down to lock over his 
inheritance the other day. The IT. S. 
navy is at'present lying in the eastern 
branch of the Potomac river at Wash- 
ington. It lies there for a purpose 
which is singular. It is beating the 
barnacles. 
Reader do you know that 


ships which He at anchor in salt vrater 
become so encrusted on their bottoms 
and tides with shell fish that they are 
in danger of sinking. So the navy has 
been run up into fresh water where sea 
barnacles don't come. This place also 
gives the land barnacles a better chance. 
But at any rate the new naval com- 
mandant went down to review the navy. 
He was attended by his staff among 
which it is said was the real Admiral in 
charge of the purchase of brass bitterns, 
the high joint commission on the in- 
spection of pork and crackers, the Pay- 
master General of marines, the syndi- 
cate on the seleetion of new waltzes, 
the Board of Commissioners for the sale 
of old hulks and other' high dignitaries 
of the navy. "Pipe all hands on deck" 
said the commandant as the party 
stepped out of the street car at the navy 
yard and looked over the animated 
scene before them. This order was 
very impressive giving indication at 
once that the chief naval officer bad been 
studiously devoting -himself to the read- 
ing of naval literature. The scene was 
brilliant; there lay the

The MoreUy of the Machine—What 
the Inventor Claims for It. 


A JOUBNAL reporter visited the Reno 


Foundry yesterday, where Kinkead's 
Little Giant Quartz Mill is in •peration. 
The machine is very simple in construc- 
tion, being nothing more than two disks 
grinding together in'an upright position. 
The ore is lad in at the center, through 
a hopper in the stationary disk, and is 
crushed and ground to a powder by tho 
revolving disk, discharged equally all 
around the periphery by centrifugal 
force. No screen is necessary, as by 
the aid of a set screw and jam nut on 
the end of the skaft the disks can be 
kept up to within a hair, and no sand 
can escape xintil sufficiently fine to work 
through the opening between the disks. 
The disks are closed in like a Sturtevant 
Blower and no dust can escape in grind- 
ing dry, nor can water escape if grind- 
ing wet. A spout is attached to the 
bottom of the cover, from which the 
pulp is conducted to any part of the 
mill desired. The 


XOYELTY OF THE MACHINE 


Lies in the peculiar construction of the 
grinding dies. In the large machine 
there is a concave plate on each disk, 
which is 20 inches in diameter, made of 
chilled iron and bolted on to the mnller. 
A ring 2 inches thick and 8 inches on 
the face is set around the concave plate, 
making the entire crushing and grinding 
surface 3G inches in diameter. 
The 


concave plate is constructed on the 
principal of the amalgamating pan, 
liaving shoes and dies beveled on both 
sides and adjustable with set screws. 
The shoes and dies in passing each 
other operate like a pair of shears, 
clipping off and crushing a little niece 
of quartz at each blow until it is all fine 
enough to pass to tho grinding rings, 
which have a perfectly smooth surface. 
By reversing the motion of the machine 
the shoes and dies can be kept shaip 
until worn or.t.

INVENTOR CLAIMS 


For this machine that it will crush and 
grind more rock at less cost of power 
and iron than any other mill now in 
use. It is certainly very simple in con- 
stfuction and cnn be built for one-fourth 
thd cost of the ordinary quartz mill. 
The wearing p.irts are confined wholly 
to tiie grinding plates and disks. All 
the journals are outside where no sand 
can reach them. It is claimed that the 
plates will grind 200 tons before wear- 
ing out, and can be replaced in ten 
minutes at an expense of §40, or 20 ots. 
per ton for each ton ground. 
Three 


sizes are being built it the Foundry. 
The little ones, which are 8 inches in 
diameter, are run l>y hand and are in- 
tended for a^sayers' use—having a ca- 
pacity of one pound per minute. The 
second size will be 18 inches in diame- 
ter,

packed anywhere on a mule's back and 
then set up and, with the same mule for 
power, crush from 3 to 5 tons of rock.
